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Nation Of Farmers

NAPOLEON called the English a nation of 

shopkeepers, but in point of fact the | 
largest single industry of Britain is the 
|} same today as it was in Napoleon’s day— 
and that industry is not shopkeeping, or 
mining, or shipbuilding, but farming. It! 
may take a war to remind the people of 
Britain of the truth of this statement; but 
now it looks as though it will be many years 
| before the world food situation is rosy 
enough for us in Britain to be able to relax 
our efforts to grow all the food that we 
possibly can, 


T MAY BE because all in Britain now 
realize the importance of home farming 
than this year’s Royal Agricultural Show 
was the most successful that has ever been 
held.

PENICILLIN TREATMENT | 
By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. |! 


Practically everyone knows 
that penicillin, while not a 
“miracle” drug, is extremely use- 
ful in certain kinds of infections. | 
Penicillin is an extract of a com- | 
mon mold. It has the power of 
interfering with the growth and 
multiplication of ¢értain germs 
both inside and outside the hu- 
man body. 

One of the most interesting | 
uses to which penicillin has been 
put is against certain infections 
involving the breathing apparatus 

the respiratory system. In some 
of these cases it has been given, 
not by the usual injection through 
a needle, but by putting it into 
solution and spraying it or by 
putting it in powder form and 
blowing it into the mouth and 
nose, 

Inhaled penicillin is of doubt- 
ful or no value for tuberculosis, 
peneumonia, and some of the 
other infections of the lungs or 
breathing apparatus. It has been 
used successfully; however, im 
some patients with bronchitis 


caused by germs and infections. | 


It is of value for some victims 
of asthma. 
have been refforfed from penicil- 
lin inhalations for certain patients 
with chronic sinus infections and 
abscesses of the lungs. 

There is a condition also in 
which the bronchi, which are the 
breathing tubes leading into the 
lungs, become diseased and en- 
larged deVeloping into a condition 
called bronchiectasis. In ad- 
vanced cases of bronchiectasis, 
surgery has been a successful 
form of treatment. 


MORE RESEAKCH 

Penicillin, however, in the 
form of a spray or possibly fine 
powder will prevent the disease 
from advancing in some cases. 
This may make surgery unneces- 
sary, at least in some cases 

Work is still going on to per- 
fect the methods of using penicil 
lin solutions or powders by in- 
halation, There are now several 
ways of producing a fine spray 
which can be breathed down. 

Also investigations are being 
conducted.as to what conditions 
are best suited to this type of 
treatment. Many good results 
have already been recorded, How- 
ever, it is still too soon to know 
definitely in advance which 
patients will be benefited by this 
type of treatment and which will 
not,

A crowded Saanich courtroom

RIO DE JANERIO (AP)—Bra- 
zilian Communists have been 
warned not to commit the “error” 
made by their comrades in Yugo- 
slavia and to stick to the interna- 
tional party line.

Carlos Prestes, Brazilian Com- 
munist” leader who has been in 
hiding since last Jaunary. Prestes 
is never seen in public, but con- 
tinues to direct underground acti- 
vities.

Prestes, a slight, dark-eyed

One Woman’s Day 


By NANCY HODGES 
MASS MIGRATION 
'TALKING A FEW DAYS ago, to a man who happened to be 
in the Fraser Valley district at the time of the recent disas- 
trous floods, mention was made of the Mennonites in that area. 

He not only paid tribute to the amazing fortitude they 
displayed at the loss of their farms and the efficient way in 
which they set to work to meet the situation, but also spoke 
in warm terms of their general excellence as citizens, 

In the course of his professional duties, a few years ago, 
he had occasion to spend much time at Yarrow, B.C., their 
farming community, and what he saw of them in their every- 
day life made him a staunch admirer of their fine principles, 
born of their deep devotion to their faith, he told me. 
SOUTHWARD TREK 


Hs WORDS BROUGHT to mind the recent exodus from 

Canada of a great body of some of the most tenaciously 
orthodox members of the sect—the Sommerfeld Mennonite 
Community of Manitoba. 

This group of 1,689 Canadian-born Mennonites sailed from 
Quebec at the end of June for Paraguay to settle on about 
100,000 acres of primitive, mosquito-infested land. 

They are going to join the thousands who migrated to 
South America from Europe last year, under the guidance 
of the girl Mennonite Relief Committee worker whom I met 
on the train going east last October, and who was then on 
her way back to Europe. 

FACE HARDSHIPS : 

Bot IT WAS ONE thing for those migrants to leave D.P. 
camps and other terrible memories behind them in Europe 

in search of an Eden in Paraguay. 

It is another thing for the Manitoba migrants, who are 
voluntarily uprooting themselves from comfortable farms 
where most of their ancestors settled on migrating to Canada 
from Russia in 1874. 

Some of the women are over 80 years of age, two were in 
wheelchairs. In all, the prairie exodus included 516 children 
under 10 years; 51 infants and 1,122 adults, Less than 25 
per cent of the men were of the age group between 18 and 35. 
COSTLY MOVEMENT 
A CCORDING TO THE group’s legal adviser, a Winnipeg man, 
. the migration will cost the group $762,000, of which 
$225,000 was paid for the land, 65 miles from Villa Rica, the 
nearest village to the new settlement. 

The rest has gone in traveling expenses, including freight, 
by boat and rail to Villa Rica, Arrived there, they face a 
six-day trek on foot, through South American bush country 
of the most primitive kind. 

Once they finish that back-breaking, heart-breaking part 
of the journey, they will have to start right in from scratch, 
clearing the land with oxen, building their homes out of the 
trees they hew, and making farms on which to raise cotton 
and flax. 

TO LIVE OWN LIFE 

NE OF THE THREE leaders of the mass migration, head 

ofa group of 750 who farmed east of the Red River, 
explained simply that they were leaving Canada in search of a 
place where they “could live as the Bible taught us.” 

Their faith is a Spartan one, insisting on freedom from 
military service and freedom to live alone under the rigorous 
tenets laid down by their own particular leader, Menno Simons, 
the Dutch reformer who died in 1559. 

Some may be inclined to scoff at their effort to escape the, 
to them, modernisms of Manitoba in order to protect their 
young people, and to deride it as fanatical. 

Perhaps it is. But I, for one, cannot help feeling a deep 
sense of respect and admiration for anyone in this material- 
istic world who will give up established prosperity and concrete 
security to journey out into the unknown, to face certain-hard- 
ships and privations, at the insistence of a religious belief. 
If that isn’t faith, I'd like to know what is?
